The resolutions committee, through 
Hoehn, reported a resolution by Santiago 
Iglaaiaa, the delegate from Porto 
Rico. t Home objection waa made to 
the phraseology, especially to the word 
"un-American," as applied At tha treat¬ 
ment of the Porto Ricana by Ihe admin¬ 
istration-the delegates evidently being 
of the mind that such tyranny hna now 
become very thoroughly American, aa 
shown in the Cuenr d'Aknes and else¬ 
where in the United States. Tbs word 
was trualJy stricken out and the resolu¬ 
tion adopted ns follows 

“Whereas, the wage-working people of 
Porto Rico are in i deplorable condition, 
owiug to capitalist rule and exploitation. 

“Whereas, the present administration, 
under t^e pretext of giving to Porto 
Kicnns h free goverumeut, is making 
every possible attempt to destroy the 
(rsdo-umon movement and prevent aP 
labor and Socialist agitation. 

“Whereas, the organised workingmen 
of Porto Rico, and especially the Social¬ 
ists. have been persecuted and ill-trested 
iu the most shameful nud disgraceful 
ninuncr by the political and military 
tools of the present administration, tber* 1 - 
furc be it 

"Resolved, that we hereby eoter )itr 
most emphatic protest against the brutal 
action of the administration 

Resolved that we appeal to the organ¬ 
ised wage workers Of Porto Rico to con¬ 
tinue their struggle for the right nf or¬ 
ganization and for jhe emancipation of 
labor, 

"Resolved, that we appeal to organized 
labor of America to assist their hard 
struggling brothers of Porto Rico and !>* 
call a halt to the brutalities and crimes 
committed by the administration against 
the working |M*opie of Purto lUm.

National Constitution. 

The constitution provides for a nation 
ai committee of one from each state and 
t'Tritory. a national secretary with a sal¬ 
ary of $1000 a year, locates headquar¬ 
ters at 8 t. IxHas and establish** state 
autonomy There was a disposition on 
the part of a few delegates to form a 
stroog centralized organization, bnt an 
overWheimiag majority followed the lead 
of the Chicago wing for state autonomy. 
The constitution as adopted rendg aa fol¬ 
lows: . 

The name of this organization shall be 
the Socialist party of America, except in 
states where a different name has or tusy 
become a legal requirement. 

13kere shall be a national committer, 
composed of one member from each or¬ 
ganized state or territory, and a quorum

TYip members of this committee shall be

8 pe- 
riai meetings sfasll be caMed at the re¬ 
quest of a majority of members of such 
committee. 

The duties of this commlttl shall be to 
supervise and direct the work of the na¬ 
tional secretary to represent the party In 
all national and international affairs, to 
organize unorganised states • and terri¬ 
tories, to call national nominating cooveo- 
tlona and special conventions called by 
referendum of the party and to submit 
questions to referendum, to receive 
semi anoaH reports from the stats com¬ 
mittees and to tfiske reports to national 
roavefittona.

TVs constitution may be amended by 
a national convention, subject to a ma¬ 
jority referendam vote of the party or 
by a referendum without the action of 
*uch a convqprioc. and it ahall be the 
duty of the natiooal committee to sub¬ 
mit such amendment to a referendum 
vote within thirty days after being re- 
quer.ted to do so by five locals in fhe dif¬ 
ferent states. 

All nets of the national committee shall 
be subject to referendum vote after the 
satpe manner aa provided iu the preced¬ 
ing section. 

Alt propositions or other matter sub¬ 
mitted for the referendum of the party 
shall be presented without comment. 

The basis of representation in any na-. 
tlonal convention ahall be by states, each 
state being entitled to one delegate at 
large and one additional delegate for ev¬ 
ery hundred members in good standing.

he doe* not live in the same houve. How¬ 
ever wretched hia home may be. how¬ 
ever miserable hia food, nay, even though 
he may famish, the well-being of the 
capitalist is not disturbed by the sicken¬ 
ing sight. The words Wages and Star¬ 
vation used to be opposites; the free 
workingman could formerly starve only 
when he had tu> work. Whoever worked 
named Wages, he had enough to^eat. 
Starvation was not hia lot. The unenvi¬ 
able distinction waa reserved for the cap¬ 
italist system of production to recsn He 
these two opposites—Wages and Starva 
tion,—and to raise Htarrstlsn-Wages Into 
a peTtnanmM iaatituion, ytV into a f^op 
of the present social system.
